FRANCE IS COMING HACK 


Statistics covering imports and exports for the first sevon 


months of this year, compan-rl with operations in the like period 
of 19.19, indicate the progress France is making toward restora- 
tion of her industries. 


Total imports from January to August, 1920. were valued 


at 21,760,000,000 francs, an increase' of '2,7,^8.000,000 while ex- 
ports increased $7,230,000,0000 to 
12,000,000,000 francs. 
The 


balance still runs heavily against France, but it is being rapidly 
cut down. 
In the first seven months of this year it was 4,595,- 


000,000 francs less than in the like period a year ;igo. 


With so much accomplished in the short and greatly dis- 


turbed period since the armistice, there is solid ground for op- 
timism in France as to the future. 


COLLEGES' INCAPACITY 


Although gratifying us an index to the interest that is taken 


in higher education, reports coming from colleges and profes- 
sional schools everywhere that applications for admission are 
being received from far more persons than can be accommo- 
dated are disturbing as a disclosure of the institutions' incapac- 
ity. The rush of prospective students to matriculate is bewild- 
ering. Their number exceeds all calculations, and appears to be 
lit least partly due to other causes th;m increase in population 
and the demobilization of the army. 


One .suggestion is that the interest in learning to the mani- 


festation of a reaction from the mental distraction produced by 
the war. On the other hand, the 
struggle 
served to arouse 


thousands from lethargy and kindled ambition in youths who 
were content, prior to our entry into the conflict, to live hum- 
drum lives. It is noticeable that institutions in which instruction 
is given in the learned professions arc among those which are 
compelled to turn away the most applicants. 


It is so greatlyl in the interest of the public welfare that 


all who desire higher education should be afforded an opportunity 
to get it that not only the colleges generally have cause for con- 
cern over the situation. Rather than 
deny any considerable 


body of young men and young women the chance that they ask, 
recourse should be had to what under other circumstances might 
be undesirable expedients. 
It' lack of space is the principal 


cause of the difficulty, let frame structures of the kind thrown 
,up so quickly by the war department for the accommodation of 
recruits a couple of years ago' be erected on the 
campus; they 


should suffice until more substantial and permanent 
structure 


can be built. If there is lack of instructors, let small classes 
foe combined into large ones. 


If earnest attention is given to the situation by the colleges 


and universities there is no reason why any eligibe youth who 
wants to enter this autumn should be deprived of the chance.

FRANCE IS COMING HACK 


Statistics covering imports and exports for the first sevon 


months of this year, compan-rl with operations in the like period 
of 19.19, indicate the progress France is making toward restora- 
tion of her industries. 


Total imports from January to August, 1920. were valued 


at 21,760,000,000 francs, an increase' of '2,7,^8.000,000 while ex- 
ports increased $7,230,000,0000 to 
12,000,000,000 francs. 
The 


balance still runs heavily against France, but it is being rapidly 
cut down. 
In the first seven months of this year it was 4,595,- 


000,000 francs less than in the like period a year ;igo. 


With so much accomplished in the short and greatly dis- 


turbed period since the armistice, there is solid ground for op- 
timism in France as to the future. 


COLLEGES' INCAPACITY 


Although gratifying us an index to the interest that is taken 


in higher education, reports coming from colleges and profes- 
sional schools everywhere that applications for admission are 
being received from far more persons than can be accommo- 
dated are disturbing as a disclosure of the institutions' incapac- 
ity. The rush of prospective students to matriculate is bewild- 
ering. Their number exceeds all calculations, and appears to be 
lit least partly due to other causes th;m increase in population 
and the demobilization of the army. 


One .suggestion is that the interest in learning to the mani- 


festation of a reaction from the mental distraction produced by 
the war. On the other hand, the 
struggle 
served to arouse 


thousands from lethargy and kindled ambition in youths who 
were content, prior to our entry into the conflict, to live hum- 
drum lives. It is noticeable that institutions in which instruction 
is given in the learned professions arc among those which are 
compelled to turn away the most applicants. 


It is so greatlyl in the interest of the public welfare that 


all who desire higher education should be afforded an opportunity 
to get it that not only the colleges generally have cause for con- 
cern over the situation. Rather than 
deny any considerable 


body of young men and young women the chance that they ask, 
recourse should be had to what under other circumstances might 
be undesirable expedients. 
It' lack of space is the principal 


cause of the difficulty, let frame structures of the kind thrown 
,up so quickly by the war department for the accommodation of 
recruits a couple of years ago' be erected on the 
campus; they 


should suffice until more substantial and permanent 
structure 


can be built. If there is lack of instructors, let small classes 
foe combined into large ones. 


If earnest attention is given to the situation by the colleges 


and universities there is no reason why any eligibe youth who 
wants to enter this autumn should be deprived of the chance.
